500,000 persons in the U. S. with 
active tuberculosis. The disease 
kills 40,000 people annually,

New Homes Big 
Building Item 
During Year 


A resume of building activity 
in Uvland for the past 11 months 
points the way to a growing ap- 
preciation on the part of build- 
ers and residents of this commu- 
nity’s potentialities as a residen- 
tial area. Building Inspector Rich- 
ard Derby has listed 387 new 
‘valnes in total valuation of 
$2,801,307.00. This represents 
more than half of the 615 total 
permits issued for the year so 
far, with total valuation of $3.- 
046,940.00. 

The big building boom for new 
homes came in April, when 257 
privately owned residential build- 
ings were given a permit for a 
total of $1,837,000. There was 
in addition one three unit apart- 
ment valued at.$17,000. 

In February of 1951 permits 
were issued for 70 one family 
houses, totaling valuation of 
$449,937, and one two-family 
dwelling valued at $10,000. 

Representing a quarter of a 
million dollars were permits is- 
sued in September for 24 one 
family homes.

“Total production 
fruit in the United 
still below normal, 
77,500 cars, as compared 
373,000 a year ago, 384.000 
years ago, and 455.000 
years ago. Most of this reduc- 
tion comes from the severe loss- 
es to Texas in the past two years.
